One of the greatest monopolies 
inhistory was the Hudson’s Bay 
Company which maintained its 
hold for more than 200 years 
over the greater part of ,what is 
now Canada. Its factors held the 
power of life or death over those 


who lived within the radius of 
its trading posts. This monopoly 
came to an end in 1870 when 


the company surrendered its char- 
ter in exchange for certain prop- 
erties.

ably discharged soldiers of the late war. 
Harding, in his message to Congress, estimates the cost 
to be from three billion to five billion dollars. 

How to raise this vast sum of money in addition 
to the six and one half billion dollars that falls due 
within one year from July 1, 1922, is puzzling the 
financial brains of our Congress, regardless of political 
affiliation. Many have many ideas as to how, or in 
what way or system this ehormous amount can be 
taken from the people. It is a foregone conclusion 
that no matter the form of taxation that is pre- 
sented, eventually it all comes out of the people’s 
pocket. So in a sense, it is immaterial as regards 
final payment, or manner of collecting. 

Of course, if made in long time payments it would 
lighten the burden somewhat, but as the country, 


owes nearly twenty-four billion dollars at the present, 


time that must be paid in less than a score of years 
in addition to the annual five or. six billions for 
government expenses, it makes the financial outlook 
of our government look dark indeed and a heavy 
burden on the people. 

The principle—so purely American, of compensa- 
‘ing our soldier boys for the wounds, suffering and 
trials they underwent in carrying our flag to victory 
cannot be over-estimated, and should in justice and 
patriotism be amply reedmpensed, and if not now, 
will surely be some time in the near future when the 
finances of our country approach normaley. Opposi- 
tion to the bonus bill springs up from many un- 
expected quarters, particularly from the Civil War 
veterans. They claim that the wars of this country 
never approached the vital interests of the nation 
as deeply as the Civil War in keeping the country 
undivided and under one form of government. That 
their sacrifices were greater and pay 100 per cent 
less, and self-interests as great, and later recompense 
was only to sick and disabled soldiers at an average 
of eight dollars per month. As old age crept on this 
was increased to various amounts of from $30 to $50, 
on an age limitation schedule. In Congress, the 
opponents claim that should the bill pass, easily one- 
fourth of the recipients would squander recklessly 
the amount received and that under any circum- 
stances they. would become beneficiaries of the pension 
law later. 

So there we are. American hearts go out in grati- 
tude to the brave, noble boys who so valiantly defend- 
ed our flag and nation. It does not seem lack of 
patriotism on the part’ of the opposers of this worthy 
measure, but only financial expediency. Can the 
people carry the burden and prosper, is the *burning 
question —@. Harry Waite.

FARMERS OPPOSE POWER AGE 
HE California Farmer has able editorial relative 
to the position of the farmer of California to- 
ward the proposed water power act, on which 
the people will vote at the November election. 
Ned Chapin is closely in touch with the situation and 
has it sized up as follows: 

Farmers who have given intensive thought to the 
proposed water and power act, which is said to be 
the ‘‘child’’ of the League of Municipalities, are 
discovering a number of ‘‘niggers’’ in the wood- 
pile’? in this initiative measure which is to be 
voted on in November. A majority vote for it 
would saddle a $500,000,000 bond issue upon the 
state. 

Sitting in recently at a meeting of some 25 
representative farmers, we heard a number of the 
objections to the act as seen by farmers. It is 
significant that unanimous opposition to the 
measure was expressed at this meeting after a fair 
presentation of the puport of the act had been 
made, first by one frankly opposed to it and then 
by one of its strongest advocates. 

The water and power act, as we view it, is full 
of menacé to agriculture. We have repeatedly 
urged that it should have the most careful study 
on the part of every voter, and that no voter 
should give his approval unless convinced by his 
own study that he will get something out of it 
commensurate with his share of a half billion 
dollars of financial obligation and other heavy 
responsibilities to be assumed by the state of 
California—needlessly assumed, so far as one may 
judge by anything as yet advanced by proponents 
of the bill. j 

In support of this view, that the measure should 
have the most careful study, one of the Southern 
California farm bureaus has recommended to its 
membership the holding of farm center meetngs to 
diseuss the proposed act, learn what it really 
means and take such action as may then be 
desired. 

Farmers are not so easily misled that they will 

accept blindly without analysis any act that may 

be proposed, however skillfully worded and filled 
with implied promises or alluring pictures. 

The water and power act is a measure to fill 
with pleasure the ‘‘parlor bolshevist’’ or the 
secret emissary of the communist international 
from the land of the long-haired Russian soviets, 
and it is a known fact that such emissaries are 
abroad in the land seeking to insert where they 
may in our governmental structure the thin edge 
of the wedge of sovietism. 

Some good people may indorse the act despite 
its pyramiding of bond issues to pay interest on 
bonds, its certain creation of a vast political ma- 
chine. its irrevocable pledging of the state’s faith 
and eredit to carry out a tremendous experiment 
in state socialism and the likelihood that it will 
foster a power-grabbing ‘‘bee’’ in which the cities 
will have all the advantage; but it is certain’ that 
all the parlor bolshevists will be for it. 

It is a mystery how anyone could consider it 
good economy to split up into many small units 

. the power system of the state, separating from the 
‘“lean’’ territory of the country the ‘‘fat’’ terri- 
tory of the cities, thus placing upon agricultural 
power users an impossible burden. There should 
be homogeneous development of the territory, with 
the cities co-operating, as most of them now are 
‘doing, to make power cheaper in the country. 
Those cities that are flattering themselves upon 
their perspicacity in securing cheap municipal 
power are really shirking payment of taxes and 
shirking their share of the burden of furnishing 
power to the ‘‘lean’’ country territory at fair 
rates. There is no royal road to cheap electricity. 

It will only come through a sustained system of 

power development, a sustained, equitable system 

of regulation of rates by the state, and a co- 

ordination of power systems so that there shall 

always be plenty for everyone. If political sub- 
divisions such as great cities want to develop 
power, let them do so ‘‘on their own,’ without 
seeking paternalism from the state, and let their 
municipal power plants be taxed and be otherwise 
placed on the same basis as public utilities, in 
order that they may not be making a “‘saving’’ 
in power rates at the expense of the farmers and 
the other cities of the state. 

It is hardly fitting at this time that boards of 
directors of the farm bureaus should go on record 
with regard to the water and power act, even 
though of a unanimous opinion concerning it, for, 
after all, the boards derive their powers from the 
members, and a matter of such extreme impor- 
tance should first be thoroughly reviewed by the 
membership. Yet the farm bureau members look 
to their directors for leadership, and it is an in- 
dieation of eonstruetive leadership when steps are 
taken to hold meetings for discussion of the act. 
It is important that farmers be placed in posses 
sion of all‘the faets and that they be fully ap- 
prised of the possible menace in the act, together 
with the advantages, if any may be shown, in 
order that one may be weighed against the other 
and a sound eonclusion reached,

JURES SOME CLASSES OF PEOPLE 
HE NAVAL disarmament program is operating 
T to throw many people out of work at a time

ployment. In the navy 
building plants where work would have been pushed 
to capacity if naval competition had continued, men 
are being laid off by the thousands and many of them 
vre being left in positions where they hardly know 
which way to turn, 
This is to be regretted of course, but it is one of 


the penalties of progress. There can be no re- 
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arrangement of the existing order, no matter how 


desirable. Without some temporary suffering or at 
least inconvenience on account of it. But this is no 
reason why progress should be halted, nor has it ever 
New inventions and new methods in 
industry always make for non-employment tempor- 
arily. Many ecobblers found they’ must turn their 
attention to something else when shoves began to be 
turned out in quantities by faetory methods and new 
machinery. The building or modern textile mills 
threw the home weavers out of their jobs. Type- 
setting compelled many old-time  type- 
stickers to look for other employment. But these were 
temporary consequences. Shoe machinery has given 
us better and cheaper shoes, modern looms have en- 
abled us to wear better clothes and pay less for them 
end typesetting machines have resulted in bigger and 
better newspapers. It took a little time for those 
engaged in these different branches of industry to 
become adapted to new conditions, but in the end 
the cobblers, the hand weavers and the type stickers 
shared in the benefits accruing to all. 

It will be so with naval disarmament. Ship serap- 
ping and naval holidays will prove one of the greatest 
boons that have ever been conferred upon humanity. 
Disarmament marks the lifting of a burden that 
menaced civilization itself. Some must suffer and 
many will be inconvenienced thereby, but in the end 
all will share in the common benefit that will result.

In order to hold the price of lumber at the lowest 
possible profitable level, progressive sawmills, such 
as the National Lumber & Manufacuring Co., of 
Hoquiam, Washington, are urging lumber dealers to 
point out to lumber consumers the advantages of 
buying and using the shorter and cheaper grades, of 
lumber where possible.

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INDIANS TO APPEAL TO KING 


Delegates From six Nations Represent 
One of Oldest Confederacies in 
the World. 

The delegates from the Six Nations 
who are to make a personal appeal to 
King George in respect of their ancient 
rights represent one of the oldest and 
most famous confederacies in the 
world, certainly the most famous in 
the history of “savage” nations, 

The Five Nations confederacy, the 
eastern branch of the Iroquois, goes 
back before the discovery by Colum- 
bus. It was Strengthened in 1712 by 
the admission of the Tuscaroras from 
North Carolina, and consisted then of 
the Mohawks, Oneidas, Cayugas, Onon- 
dagas and Senecas, with the Tusca- 
roras, 

The Treaty of Utrecht had declared 
the Five Nations to be British sub- 
Jects, and in the long struggle between 
France and England in America the 
British sovernment® based its claim to 
large tracts of country sometimes on 
the ground of the so-called subjection 
of the Five Nations, sometimes on the 
ground of treaties made with them. By 
the middle of the Fighteenth century 
an orator of the Five Nations declared 
in conference: “We don't know what 
you Christians, English and French, 
intend. We are so bemwed in by you 
both thet we have herdly a hunting 
Place left Ie a Mttio while, if we find 
| & bear In a tree, there wil! fmmediate- 
ly appear an owner of the land to claim 
the property. We are so perplexed be- 
tween you that we hardly know what 
to say or think.”

FEEDING HOGS BY WHOLESALE 


On California Ranch Five Thousand 
of the Animals Are Accommo- 
dated at the Same Time, 





A miniature railroad system’ consist- 
Ing of five miles of standard gage 
track, an 18-ton steam locomotive, an 
auxiliary and emergency gasoline loco- 
motive and a fleet of 80 specially ar- 
ranged feeding cars is used on the 
Diamond Bar ranch in California to 
feed 5,000 hogs. And it takes two men 
less than one hour to do the job. 

The mechanical equipment is the 
most ingenioys and unique of any in 
use, 

Feeding yards are arranged so they 
front on both sides of the track. At 
the front of each yard is a large hog 
trough. Directly over each trough is 
a gate, hinged at the top, operated by 
a trip release which causes the gate 
to swing outward so that the porkers 
may have access to their feed when 
the dinner gong sounds. 

A 1,500-gallon tank has been mount- 
ed on a flat car and a series of agita- 
tor paddles, operated by a small gaso- 
line engine, have been installed inside 
this huge vat. These paddles stir the 
feed constantly and keep it mixed thor- 
oughly, 

There is a cutoff delivery spout at 
the bottom of the tank which is so ar- 
ranged with a hood that it can be ex- 
tended directly over the rows of 
troughs as the locomotive hauling the 
feed car steams slowly down the feed- 
ing alley. 

One attendant operates the cutoff 
valve and fills each trough with feed, 
while the other releases the gates aft- 
er the feed is deposited.—Cincinnati 
Post, 


CAMERA DOES MOST OF WORK 


Astronomers Sleep as Do Other Mor. 
tals, Leaving the Faithful Pho. 
tographer on Guard.

Many that I ran across near As Serai 
mosque and in Zazim Pasha street, 
close to the government buildings and 
the law courts, knew at least a half 
dozen languages, writes Roland Gorb- 
old, in Asia,

ited the Jews’ school, the masters put 
their pupils through thelr paces by 
having them recite their lessons in 
English, French, Arable and Persian, 
French has been much used tn the 
efty for social and even business pur- 
poses. The tickets to the German 
Bagdad railway were printed In Arabic 
and French—not German, With the 
advent of the British expeditionary 
force, signs in English as well as 
French began to appear over the shops 
In New street.
